1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row.—K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows nine times, then 1st row once. 
22nd row.—Rib 7 [B rib 9] [C rib 9] [D K.1], * inc. 
once in next st., rib 8 [B rib 6] [C rib 5] [D rib 5], rep. 
from * to end of row. (67 [B 73] [C 79] [D 85] sts.) 
Using No. 10 Needles, proceed as follows: 

1st row.—Knit. 2nd row.—Purl. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows twice. 

Continue in plain smooth fabric, inc. once at each end 
of needle in next and every following 6th row until 
there are 111 [B 113] [C 115] [D 117] sts. on needle 


(B, C and D only—then in every following 4th row 
until there are [B 119] [C 127] [D 135] sts. on needle]. 
Continue without shaping until side edge measures 
17 ins. (or length desired) from commencement, 
finishing with a purl row. 

Shape raglan top as follows: 

1st and 2nd rows.—Cast off 7 [B 8] [C 9] [D 10] sts., 
work to end of row. 

3rd row.—K.2, slip 1, K.1, p.s.s.o., knit to last 4 sts., 
K.2 tog., K.2. 

4th row.—Purl. 

Dec. once at each end of needle (as before) in 3rd 
row and every following 4th row until 89 [B 93] [C 97] 
[D 101] sts. remain, then in every alt. row until 9 sts. 
remain. Cast off. 


HIGH BUTTONING CARDIGAN— 

LEFT FRONT BAND—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
13 stitches. 

Ist row.—K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row.—K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows 108 [B 108] [C 114] [D 114] 
times. 

Break off yarn. Leave sts. on stitch holder. 

RIGHT FRONT BAND—Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 
13 stitches. 

Ist row.—K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row.—K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

** 5th row.—Rib 5, cast off 3 sts., rib 5. 

6th row.—Rib 5, cast on 3 sts., rib 5. 

Rep. ist and 2nd rows seventeen [B_ seventeen] 
[C eighteen] [D eighteen] times. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** four times, 5th and 6th rows 
once, 1st and 2nd rows fifteen [B fifteen] [C sixteen] 
[D sixteen] times, then 1st row once. 

Leave these sts. on needle. Do not break off yarn. 


NECKBAND—Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
sleeves to fronts and back, noting that tops of sleeves 
form part of neckline. Sew front bands in position. 
With right side of work facing and using No. 12 
Needle holding right front bands sts., knit up 123 
[B 129] [C 135] [D 141] sts. evenly round neck, then 
rib across left front band sts. (149 [B 155] [C 161] 
[D 167] sts.). 

Ist row.—K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
2nd row.—K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
Work 7 rows in rib, working a buttonhole (as before) 
in 2nd and 3rd rows. Cast off in rib. 

MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, 
press lightly. Using a fine back-stitch seam through- 
out, sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew on buttons to 
correspond with buttonholes. Finally, press all seams. 


MEDIUM BUTTONING CARDIGAN— 

FRONT BAND—Using a fine back-stitch seam, sew 
sleeves to fronts and back, noting that tops of sleeves 
form part of neckline. 

Using No. 12 Needles, cast on 13 stitches. 

1st row.—K.2, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to last st., K.1. 
2nd row.—K.1, * P.1, K.1, rep. from * to end of row. 
Rep. 1st and 2nd rows once. 

** 5th row.—Rib 5, cast off 3 sts., rib 5. 

6th row.—Rib 5, cast on 3 sts., rib 5. 

Rep. 1st and 2nd rows eighteen times. ** 

Rep. from ** to ** three times, then 5th and 6th rows 
once. 

Continue in rib without further buttonholes until band 
is long enough to fit (slightly stretched) along fronts, 
across back of neck and tops of sleeves. Cast off in 
rib. 

MAKE UP—With a slightly damp cloth and warm iron, 
press lightly. Using a fine back-stitch seam throughout, 
sew up side and sleeve seams. Sew front band in 
position. Sew on buttons to correspond with button- 
holes. Finally, press all seams.
